Labor tlie Price of Succexs. 


Men are continually seeking short cuts 


to fortune, fame or other kind o( suc- 
cess in life, but seldom, if ever, succeed 
in their quest. Fortune, indeed, may 
be won by some lucky turn of tlie wheel, 
but without the preparatory training in- 
volved in earning it the supposedly 
"lucky" gambler is not fitted to use or 
retain it. So that, even in the matter 
of fortune-hunting, labor is iu the long 
run the price of success. For success 
in other fields Ubor is indispensable. 
Easy roads to learning are prepared by 
educational quacks, but they all prove 
delusive, and in the nature of things 
must be so, for an art or calling that 
can easily be acquired must be of little 
value. The economic law of supply and 
demand applies even to learning, and 
where the supply of any kind of knowl- 
edge exceeds the demand, as is sure to 
be the case when it can be acquired by 
anybody in a few weeks, the knowledge 
itself becomes of little commercial value. 
Moreover, knowledge easily acquired is 
easily lost, like the winnings of a game- 
ster. There mu jt be a certain amount 
of labor devoted to study if that which 
is acquired is to remain in the mind and 
be of service. This is perhaps the rea- 
son that tlie brilliant pupils in school 
are seldom heard of in aftfr life and 
why the supposed dullards become fa- 
mous. The brilliant fellows do not 
study. They manage to get through 
examinations almost by intuition or

with the merest hint from the books, 
and forget a lesson as soon as it has 
been recited. Xo so with the dull fel- 
low, who has to tax his brain to acquire 
knowledge. lie may be slow, but he is 
sure. Having fixed a thing in his mind 
by hard labor, it becomes a part of him- 
self; he never loses it. And bv con- 
stant accretion he builds up a fund of 
knowledge sufficient to make him suc- 
cessful if not famous. It is the labor, 
however, that brought success. Young 
people who do not see the value of tram- 
ing try to find some means of avoiding 
study or plodding exercise. Tbeir only 
aim is to ''get through" the present 
task, and this they may do by some 
short cut, such as a key to mathematical 
problems, or a translation from a for- 
eign language, but it is at the expense 
of knowledge. They have expended 
little labor ou their studies and they 
achieve little success. It is as though 
the principles govering physical forces 
extended to the mental processes, so 
that man should be limited to getting 
out of bis mind only that amount of 
energy which he had applied in storing 
it. Without taking such a radical view 
of the subject, it would be well for 
young people to recognize the general 
truth of the proposition that labor is the 
price of success, and the other fact that 
anything which can be easily acquired 
must be of little value. Substantial 
know ledge of the kind that the world 
pays for liberally is acquired only by 
long study, and it is the purpose of edu- 
cation not merely to impart information, 
but chiefly to train the faculties so that 
they may acquire and use knowledge. 
Tlie mental exercise is as necessary as 
the fcale exercise which young musicians 
seek to avoid. But without labor of 
this kind real success in life can never 
be attained. 


OFFERED BY MR. SICKLES IN PLACE OF 


THE ONE OF DEC. 18TH. 


The Substituted Hill Failed by the Hou.e. 


Gen. Sickles said in reference to the 


National Park Bill: "After centering 
with the War department and the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, I offer, with 
the sanction of the Military Committee, 
the substitute which I send to the desk. 
The changes are merely technical; 
and U) save time the amended bill has 
been put up in the form of a substitute." 


Tlie Bill is as follows, after the enact- 


ing clause: 


"Thit the Secretary of War is hereby 


authorized to receive from the Gettys- 
burg Battlefield Memorial Association, 
a corporation chartered by the State ot 
Pennsylvania, a deed of conveyance to 
the United States of all the lands be- 
longing to said association, embracing 
about 800 acres, more or less, and being 
a considerable part of the battlefield of 
Gettysburg, together with all rights ot 
way over avenues through said lands 
acquired by saifl association, arid all im- 
provements made by it in and upon the 
same. Upon the due execution aud de- 
livery to the Secretary of War of such 
deed of conveyance, the Secretary of 
War ;s authorized to pay the said Bat- 
tleDeld Memorial Association the sum 
of $2 000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary to discharge the debts of said 
association, the amount of such debts 
to be verified by the officers thereof, 
and the sum of $2,(TOO is heieby appro- 
priated out of any money in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated to meet 
and defray such charges. 


"SEC. 2. That as soon as the lands 


aforesaid shall be conveyed to the 
United States the Secretary of War 
shall take possession of the same, and 
such other lands on the battlefield as 
the United States have acquired, or 
shall hereafter acquire, by purchase or 
condemnation proceedings; 
aud 
the 


lands aforesaid shall be designated and 
known as the 'Gettysburg National 
Park.' 


"SEC. g. That the Gettysburg nation- 


al park, subject to the sui>emsiou and 
direction ot the Secretary of War, be in 
charge of the commissioners heretofore 
appointed by the Secretary of War for 
the location and acquisition of lands at 
Gettysburg, and their successors; the 
said commissioners shall have their office 
at Gettysburg, and while on duty shall 
be paid such compensation out of the 


offending and found guilty thereof, be- 
fore any justice of the peace of the coun- 
ty in which the offense may be commit- 
ted, shall, for each and every such of- 
fense, forfeit and pay a fine, in the dis- 
cretion of the justice, according to the 
aggravation of the offense, of not lesa 
than five nor more than five hundred 
dollars, onerhalf for the use of the park 
and the other halt to the informer, to be 
enforced and recovered before such jus- 
tice in like manner asdebts of like nature 
are now by law recoverable in the county 
where the offense may be committed. 


"SEC. 8. That the Secretary of War is 


hereby authorized and directed to cause 
to be made a suitable bronze tablet, con- 
taining on it the address delivered by 
Abraham Lincoln, President of the 
United States, at Gettysburg, on the 
19th day of November, 1803, on the oc- 
casion of the dedication of the national 
cemetery at that place, and such tablet 
having on it besides the address a medal- 
lion likeness of President Lincoln, shall 
be erected on the most suitable site with- 
in the limits of said park, which said ad- 
dress was in the following words, to wit: 
" 'Four-score and seven years ago our 


fathers brought forth on this continent 
a new nation, conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal. 


" 'Now we are engaged in a great civil 


war, testing whether that nation, or any 
nation so conceived and so dedicated, can 
long endure. We are met on a great 
battlefield of that war. We have come 
tn dedicate a portion of that lie'.d ,is a 
IJual resting place for those who here 
gave their lives that that nation might 
live. It is altogethei fitting aud proper 
that we should do this. 


" 'But in a larger sense, we can not 


dedicate, we can not cousecrale, we can 
not hallow this ground. The

And it shall be the duty ot 
the said commissioners, under tlie direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War, to super- 
intend the opening of such additional 
roads as may be necessary for the pur- 
poses of the park and for the improve- 
ment of the avenues heretofore Uid out 
therein, and to 
properly rrurk 
the 


boundaries of the said park, and to ascer- 
tain and definitely mark the lines of 
battle of all troops engaged in the battle 
of Gettysburg, so far as the same shall 
fall within Ihe limits of the park. 


"SEC. 4. That the Secretary of War 


is hereby authorized and directed to 
acquire, at such times and m such man- 
ner as he may deem best calculated to 
serve the public interest, such lands in 
the vicinity of Gettysburg, Pa., not ex- 
ceeding in area the parcels shown on the 
map prepaied by Maj. Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, United States Army, and now 
on lile in the office of the Secretary of 
War, which were occupied by the in- 
fantry, cavalry aud artillery on the 1st, 
2d and 3d days of July, 1S03, and such 
other adjacent lands as he may deem 
necessary to preserve the important 
topographical features of the battlefield: 
Pmrnliit, That nothing contained in this 
act shall be deemed and held to preju- 
dice the rights acquired by any State or 
by any military organization to the 
ground on which its monuments or 
markers are placed, nor the right of 
way lo the same. 


SEC. S That for the purpose of ac- 


quiring the lands designated and describ- 
ed in the foregoing section not already 
acquired and owned by the United States, 


here have consecrated it far above our 
poor power to add or detract. The 
world will little note, nor long remem- 
ber, what we say here; but it can never 
forget what they did here. It is for us 
the living, rather to be dedicated- liere 
to the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far ao nobly ad- 
vanced. It is rather for us to be here 
dedicated to the great task remaining be- 
fore us; that from these honored dead 
we take increased devotion to that cause 
for which they gave the last full meas- 
ure of devotion; that we here highly re- 
solve that these dead shall not have died 
in vain; that this nation, under God, 
shall have a new birth of freedom, and 
that government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not perish 
from the earth.' 


"And the sum of $5,000, or so much 


thereof as may he necessary, is hereby 
appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
pay the cost of said tablet and medallion 
and pedestal. 


"SEC. 
9. That, to enable the Secre- 


tary of War to cany out the purposes of 
this act, including the purchase or con- 
demnation of the land described in sec. 
tions 4 and 5 of this act, opening, im- 
proving, and repairing necessary roads 
and avenues, providing surveys and 
maps, suitably marking the boundaries 
of the park, and for the pay and ex- 
penses of the commissioners and their 
assistants, the sum of $75,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury nob otherwise appro- 
priated; and all disbursements under 
this act shall require the approval of the 
Secretary of War who shall make annual 
report of the same to Congress." 


CONSTITUTION. 


Now that the historic frigate Consti- 


tution has been brought into prominence 
by Congress making an appropriation to 
refit her the question of how the ship 
looked aud on what lines she was built 
may well be considered. In nearly all 
the popular pictures of this vessel she is 
represented with the lines of the modern 
frigate, which make the bow consider- 
ably higher than the stern. This is just 
the reverse of the lines on which vessels 
at the close of the eighteenth century 
were built. At that time the stern was 
built higher than tbe bow, with the idea 
that the ship was to be driven through 
the waves, while the idea of modern 
ship-builders is that the ship shall ride 
over the waves. As it is recorded of 
the Constitution that she at onetime 
made fifteen knots an hour, it is a ques- 
tion if the eighteenth century style is 
not more conductive to speed after all. 


The United States frigate Essex, 


which was built in 1799, on the model of 
the Constitution, gives a good idea of 
how the Constitution originally looked. 


It is doubtful if any vessels of modern 


navies has taken such a hold on the af- 
fectiona of the people as the Constitu- 
tion, or Old Ironsidea, as her stanch bul- 
warks of live oak came to be called. 
-Even Nelson's portentous flag-ship Vic- 
tory, which is inspected ou bank holi- 
days with such awe and pride by the 
youth of Great Britain, cannot boast of 


a crack Bailing British ship, while on 
Blockade duty off San Domingo, sent a 
challenge to Captain Silas Talbot, of the 
Constitution, to an all-day race, wager- 
ing a cask of wine on the result. As the 
British ship had the reputation of being 
one of the best sailers in the West In- 
dies, the younger American officers im- 
mediately were on their mettle,and urged 
Captain Talbot to accept the wager 
and, as making an agreeable break in 
the monotony of the cruise, he con- 
sented. 


The first lieutenant of the Constitu- 


tion was Isaac Hull, afterward her fa- 
mous commander. Even at that time 
Hull won a reputation for being one of the 
most skillful navigators in the service, 
and the sailing of the frigate on that oc- 
casion was intrusted to him. The race 
Wgau at daybreak ana lasted until sun- 
set, the Constitution having it all her 
own way from the lirat. As the sun 
was going down she fired her evening 
gun, the signal that the race was ended 
and heaving to waited for the English- 
man tocomeup. The British command- 
er handsomely acknowledged his defeat 
and lowering his barge sent tbe cask of 
wine aboard. Had this captain lived 
sixteen years longer the mortification ot 
his defeat would have been diminished 
by learning thateighteen British frigates 
and several ships-of-tbe-line subsequent- 
ly endeavorded to overtake the Consti- 
tution with a similar want of success. 


Probably no other ship has done so 


much to level British naval pride as Old

as honorable or as long a career as the 
Yankee Constitution. The name Vic- 
tory could moie appropriately be given 
to the American favorite, and as for 
age, the Constitution was old enough to 
box the Victory's ears long before the 
British ship was thought of. 


It must be admitted, however, that 


the Britishers bear off the palm in tbe 
matter of showing respect to the vener- 
able ship. She bas been properly taken 
care of and has been kept within easy 
visiting distance of the metropolis, where 
she can excite the pride and emulation 
of budding Nelsons and aspiring Uol- 
lingwoods, while the poor old Constitu- 
tion has been tucked away in an out-of- 
the-way corner down East as if she 
were so much rubbish of which Uncle 
Sam was ashamed and was anxious to 
get rid of. The recent appropriation 
made by Congress for repairing the 
famous old ship, and placing her in a 
condition and position to be seen by 
patriotic young America, therefore, will 
be hailed with delight all over the coun- 
try as being eminently the proper thing 
to do-even if a little tardy. 


Not the least of the valuable features 


of the grand old frigate is her intense 
Americanism. In this day of foreign 
invasions in the territory of American 
ideas, an article that is purely and in- 
trinsically American should be treasured 
up as a precious jewel. There is nothing 
foreign bred or foreign built about the 
Constitution. 
Every idea about her 


was conceived by Americans, her plans 
were drawn by Americans, she was built 
with American wood and by American 
mechanics, and she has always been 
manned by Americans.

Cure of Lump Wlckn. 


Wicks should be held to the Tire and 


thoroughly dried before being used. 
They absorb a great deal of moisture, 
and, it not so treated previously, the 
flow of oil is impeded. Another plan is 
to steep the wick in vinegar aud then dry 
thoroughly before using. This prevents 
smoking. Then auain, in some oils 
there is a certain amount of sediment 
which sinks to the bottom of the reser- 
voir and seltles on that part of the wick 
which lies there. The oil will not flow 
in a dirty wick, and when there is not a 
good flow of oil a good light cannot be 
obtained. Wicks which have become 
foul may be cleansed by washing or boil- 
ing in soft water and soap, then rinsed 
and dried. The reservoir lamp should 
be kept filled; if the oil becomes low, 
the flow of oil is imperfect, and the wick 
iu consequence is charred. This gives 
only a poor light and emits a disagree- 
able odor, 


Yet, come to think, there was one for- 


eign made article about this ship. When 
she was at Boston, shortly after the 
war of 1812, being fitted for a cruise to 
the Mediterranean, she was visited by a

went all over the ship and after having 
made a thorough inspection of her he 
returned to the quarter deck and said- 
"This is one of the finest frigates, if not 
the very finest, I ever put my foot 
aboard of; but as I must find some 
fault, I'll just say that your wheel is one 
of the clumsiest things I ever saw, and 
itis unworthy of the vessel." The Amer- 
ican commander, who bad accompanied 
the English otlicer on his tour of inspec- 
tion, replied: "That wheel, sir, is the 
only thing English in the ship. When 
the Constitution captured your British 
frigate Java iu 1812 our wheel was 
smashed into splinters by a shot from 
the Englishman. After the battle was

Ironsides. High rewards and rapid pro- 
motion awaited the English commander 
who sailed into Spitbead with the dread- 
ed Constitution as a prize. When, by 
the extraordinary seamanship of Cap- 
tain Isaac Hull, she escaped the clutches 
of a powerful British squadron off Sandy 
Hook in 1S12 after a chase of some sixty 
hours, Captain Byron, commanding one 
of tbe ships of the pursuing squadron, 
wrote to a friend in London: "Nothing 
can exceed my mortification from the 
extraordinary escape ot the American 
frigate." The even more remarkable 
escape of the Constitution in 1815 from 
another British squadron off Port Praya 
caused the commanding English officer 
to commit suicide. 


Of this group of six frigates which 


formed the nucleus of the present Amer- 
ican navy, only three are now in exist- 
ence—the Constitution, the President 
and the Constellation. The Constella- 
tion is now in American waters, but 
the President is in London. She was 
captured early in 1815, after a long chase 
off Long Island, by a powerful British 
squadron, and has been kept in London 
as a trophy. In a certain sense the 
fourth of the famous group, the Chesa- 
peake, also is in existence to-day. She 
was captured June 1,1813, by the Brit- 
ish 38-gun frigate Shannon and carried 
to England. Some years after the war 
ahe was broken up, and many of the 
timbers were sold to a British miller 
named John Prior, who built a flour 
mill out of them at Wickham, Hants. 
Some of the shot of the battle are stick- 
ing in the timbers of the mill. 


Such being the notable career of Old 


Ironsides, it is not surprising to find

U«u>, A»»y Back In the 


Early Thu,,K. 


We do not know in what country bells 


were first used, but their origio dates 
away back in the past. In the writings 
of Moses we are told that "bells of gold" 
were suspended from the robe of the 
high priest when he officiated in the ser- 
vice of the sanctuary. 


History tells us that bells were appen- 


dages to the royal costumes of the anci- 
ent Persians, and .Escuylus and Euri- 
pides say, "They were concealed within 
tbe hollows of the shields of Grecian 
heroes and commanders." 


At one time it was tlie custom to put 


a bell on the neck of a criminal to warn 
people to move out of the way of so ill 
an omen as the sight of him or hi* exe- 
cutioner. Among the Greeks, those who 
went the rounds at night iu camps or 
garrisons, used to ring a bell at each sen- 
tinel box to see that the soldier on duty 
« as awake. Anciently, bells were used 
as city guardians: tue one that had 
charge of the bell really had charge of 
the town, for he could instantly summon 
the inhabitants from all parts of the city 
to the ramparts or the public square. 


In the service of the church of the Mid- 


dle ages, the duties of the bell were 
many. The Ave Maria was tolled twice 
each day, and at its sound every person 
within bearing directed his prayers to the 
Virgin. The vesper bell was the call to 
evening prayer. 
There were also the 


"Compline" and "Sanctus" bells. 


Bells also had their social uses; among 


them, the ringing ot the "Curfew." The 
Curtew dates trom the time of the Con- 
quest, when it was enforced by William 
tbe Conqueror. As the houses were for 
the most part ot wood, they were fre- 
quently destroyed by fire. To guard 
against this, William ordered the Curfew 
to be rung at 8 o'clock in the evening, at

The great bell at Moscow, Uussia cast 


in 1653, weighs no less than one hundred 
and ninety-eight tons, and is the largest 
bell in the world. It has much silver 
and gold in its composition. Because ol 
its great size and weight it was never 
bung in a tower; but, at one time, it was 
swung between supports about twenty- 
five feet in height. Even then it was too 
heavy to be used. It was not rung, but 
was struck, the clapper being unclasped 
and used as a striker. 


During a very severe winter the bell 


was cracked and the part between the 
cracks came out. As it had been crack- 
ed in the shape of an acute angle, the 
piece that fell out left an opening like a 
Gothic doorway. 
The bell was then 


placed upon the marble and syenite pave- 
ment ot the Kremlin; the opening was 
really made a doorway, and the bell be- 
came a small but exquisitely unique and 
beautiful chapel. It is used ouly for 
prayer. The ringing of the words spok- 
en therein is of a sort, musical, altogeth- 
er peculiar sound, producing a weird 
thrilling, yet solemn effect.

Even in her name the Constitution is 


an intensely American ship. She was 
built with a group qf warships that may 
properly be called the nucleus of the 
American navy, for all the ships that 
made such a gallant struggle on the 
high seas against the mistress of the 
ocean during the war for independence 
were destroyed or sold shortly after 
peace. The new group of warships was 
built in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of War, 
April 1,1794. The first of the group to 
get into the water was the 44-gun frigate 
United States. She was launched in

About 
the same time were launced the 44-gun 
frigate President, the 36-gun frigate 
Chesapeake, and the 36-gun frigate Con- 
gress. The Constitution, named from 
that historic document (which, in spite 
of the kind prophecies of our British 
cousins, has survived a century just as 
the ship so named bas existed nearly a 
century in spite of the protest of English 
cannon balls), was, launched on Septem- 
ber 20,1797, at Boston. 


When the Americans, acting on the 


recommendation of the Secretary of 
War of April 1,1774, proposed to build 
frigates combining great speed with 
heavy armaments they 
encountered 


much ridicule at the bauds of the French 
and English, so that when this first 
group of American warships appeared in 
the West Indies, they aroused a good 
deal of interest and not a little covert 
merriment among the European naval 
officers on that station. The English 
particularly were emphatic in predicting 
the failure of the "monstrous and pre- 
posterous" armaments carried on these 
ships, and many a mess room rang with 
laughter over the anticipated mishaps 
that would befall these presumptuous 
attempts at naval architecture by "rebel 


Why' Don't They Marry ? 


Young Men Le«n Prono to Weill.x'k Than

The operations of the marriage-license 


bureau in San Francisco, says the Argo- 
naut of that city, show that though the 
population is increasing, the number of 
marriages is decreasing. In 1893 the 
number of marriage licenses issued was 
3,295; in 1894 it was only 3,112. tbe de- 
crease being about 6 per cent. It has 
been a steady decline from month to 
month, with no change in the past two 


taken y«*«. No other cause being apparent 
fitted tue f»Hing off in the matrimonial busi- 


ness is ascribed to the hard times, and is 
regarded as a confirmation of Buckle's 
theory that the marriage rate fluctuates 
with the price of wheat. A similar de- 
cline in matrimony has been obseived at 
tbe East. 


Long before the present stagnation in 


business was observed, statistics showed 
that the marriage rate was declining in 
civilized countries, and philosophers were 
puzzled to account for the fact.

THK RAILWAY ISSUE. 


The important issue in the coming 


Borough election will be that relating 
to the future management of the Elec- 
tric road question. Hog-pens or no hog- 
pens, it appears, will also have some 
weight. Doubtless every man is en- 
tilled to his opinion of the hog and pen 
question, and will vote according to his 
individual interests. The hog is a con- 
cern of some commercial value to people 
who possess him, but as a factor in mu- 
nicipal affairs hia weight does not count. 
This question should not be allowed to 
overshadow more serious matters to be 
settled. 


It may be that under the present situ- 


ation some new action may be required 
on the part of the Town Council in the 
granting of rights of way or some other 
franchise to the Electric Bailway. If 
this should happen it will be wise for us 
to have a Town Council which will pro- 
tect the public interests and get a fair 
return for valuable privileges. What 
the Electric road has wanted heretofore 
it has gotten.for the asking. 
Every- 


thing has gone its way. It is nothing 
more than right that this concern should 
pay its fair share for the support of our 
town corporation, from the people of 
which it makes its money. 


Even at this late date, we understand, 


the council could impose a proper tax 
on the cars of the road. If this is true 
the council should get from that source 
a fair revenue before it undertakes to 
raise the tax rate or borrow. 


The Borough is bankrupt and its ex- 


penses seem to be larger than its income. 
At least a part of the late extra ex- 
penses go to the Electric company for 
lighting. The council must not ask the 
people to pay more taxes until it gets a 
return from this corporation, which is 
being largely supported by the Borough, 
and from which a reasonable tax can be 
gotten. 


In voting at the coming election a 


proper regard should be given to this 
question and such men voted for as 
have sound views on the town's financial 
matters. 


If the interests of Gettysburg were 


protected rather than the interests of 
foreign corporations from which we de- 
rive but little general benefit, our treas- 
ury would not be bankrupt. A consid- 
erable amount of money was expended 
last year for the sole benefit either of 
the Land Improvement Company or the 
Electric Company, which might have 
been used more profitable in other 
directions. 


This Borough management is but 


another example of Republican mis- 
management and extravagance, and 
helps to prove that Republican govern- 
ment is a high-toned, aristocratic govern- 
ment. 
Pennsylvania's revenue, saved 


by Gov. Fattison's wise administration, 
is being recklessly squandered by the 
Republican Legislature and Governor. 
Let us make a change in our municipal 
government. 


THB TREASURY RESERVE LOWER 


THAN FOR YEARS. 


The drain upon the gold reserve of 


the Treasury has been continued by the 
withdrawal of 4810.000 from the sub- 
treasury at New York on Saturday, 
which reduces the amount now held by 
the government to 855,869,995, or less 
than it has been for years. On Friday 
there was a formal meeting of the Presi- 
dent, Secretary Carlisle and Attorney- 
General Olney for a discussion of the 
embarrassing condition in which the 
finances of the country have been placed 
by the inaction of Congress and the 
steady and constant gold withdrawals. 
This conference lasted three hours, when 
the advisability of sending a message to 
Congress was discussed, as well as the 
entire currency question. Xo official 
statement was given as to the probabili- 
ty of a message being prepared, but 
there seems to lie an undercurrent tend- 
ing toward the belief that the President 
has recently changed his mind regarding 
a message and may this week forward 
one to Congress. 


There have been strong indications 


that another bond issue is imminent. 
Last week more gold was taken from 
the Treasury, eilher for 
shipment 


abroad or .for safe keeping in banks, 
than upon any similar period for years. 
If the same proportion of gold with- 
drawals is maintained for the next few 
weeks the reserve must become exhaust- 
ed. It has now reached a point lower 
than it has been since last August. The 
withdrawals this week are expected to 
to reach five or six million, or even 
higher, with little prospect of a diminu- 
tion of the drain. 


Jfews from Washington this morning 


says that President Cleveland yesterday 
submitted to Congress a message bear- 
ing upon Jhe financial questiou. 
He 


urges the performance of a patriotic 
duty by Congress in enacting needed 
currency legislation. 
He recommends 


the retirement of the currency bonds, 
and that their amount, $500.000,000, be 
substituted with 3 per cent, bonds to 
run for fifty years. 


SINCE it looks as if the hog would get 


into the coming Borough election it 
might be well to suggest that the trolley 
car is mightier than the pen. 


GOVERNOR PATTISON has accepted 


the Democratic nomination for Mayor 
of Philadelphia, and pledged himself to 
obey strictly the provisions of the char- 
tei. The people have now an opportun- 
ity to rid themselves of the boss rale 
represented by Quay on one hand and 
Martin on the other, and to secure a 
g'eat reduction in taxation. Mr. Pat- 
tison promises an administration of af- 
fairs which will secure this, it elected. 
and calls attention to the fact that the 
expenditures of 1894 on city account 
were «32,190,000-nearly three times (he 
cost of running the State government 
under his control. 


THE NATIONAL FARK ML.I.. 


The new National Park bill, as ap- 


pears on the first page of this issue, was 
offered by Gen. Sickles in the House, 
last Tuesday, and was passed. It seems 
to differ from the first bill offered by 
him in the amount of land to be gotten 
for the purpose and the manner in 
which it shall be gotten. 


The bill of December 18, stated specifi- 


cally what land was to be acquired for 
the National Park and set out the num- 
ber of acres—about 3,874-iind it said 
that, for the purpose of acquiring such 
land, "the Secretary of War is author- 
ized to employ the services of the com- 
mission heretofore appointed by him for 
the location, who shall proceed in con- 
formity with his instruction, and sub- 
ject all things to his appropal, to acquire 
such land by purchase or condemnation 
proceedings." 


'The substituted bill stipulates, "that 


the Secretary of War is authorized and 
directed to acquire, at such times and in 
such manner as -he may deem best cal- 
culated to serve the public interest, 
such lands in the vicinity of Gettysburg, 
Pa., not exceeding in area the parcels 
shown on the map prepared by Maj. 
Gen. Daniel £. Sickles, United States 
Army, and now on file in the office of 
the Secretary of War, which were oc- 
cupied by the infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery on the 1st, 2d and 3d days of 
July, 1863, and such other adjacent 
lands as be may deem necessary to pre- 
serve the important topographical fea- 
tures of the Battlefield." 


The bills appear to be identical with 


these exceptions. 


All indications point to the conclusion 


tiat the Battlefield of Gettysburg will 
become a National Park and that land 
all around our town will be purchased 
tor the purpose. There are many dif- 
ferent opinions to the effect which this 
may have on the business and general 
welfare of Gettysburg, which time only 
can decide. 


"THE Iron Aye does not give much 


comfort to the high-tariff calamity how- 
lers. It says that the new year starts 
out with many evidences of improve- 
ment. The Age notes as a significant 
fact 'the expansion iu the production of 
pig-iron, which is now proceeding at a 
rate approximating 0,000,000 tons per 
annum, or but little below the maxi- 
mum output thus far attained.' And it 
adds: 'This being the basis of the iron 
industry, which is accepted universally 
as the barometer of general trade, the 
era of depression may be regarded as on 
the wane.' So it seems that the new 
tariff has not ruined tfe pig-iron indus- 
try. The McKinley duty on pig-iron 
was $6.72 per ton. The present duty is 
only S4 per ton, or over 40 per cent, less 
than the old rato. And yet production 
is now going on at nearly the same rate 
that it was when the maximum output 
was reached." 


PENNSYLVANIA'S LEGISLA-

MORE EXTRAVAGANT LEGISLATION. 


Action* of Especial Public Important!*. 


The plans for the proposed Department 


of Agriculture .have been practically com- 
pleted, and the bill creating it will prob- 
ably be introduced in the House during 
this week. The National Department of 
Agriculture has been taken as a model in 
preparing the plan of the measure, and, 
instead of a commissioner, the head of 
the department will be known as the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. All the various de- 
partments and commissions now in exist- 
ence and relating in any way to the sub- 
ject of agriculture, such as the Secretary 
o. the State Board of Agriculture, the 
Forestry Commission, the Dairy and Food 
Commission, the experimental station, 
the proposed board for the prevention of 
the spread of tuberculosis, and others, 
will be brought under the new depart- 
ment. It ia arjued in favor of the meas- 
ure that by combining all these separate 
bodies under one head, much better re- 
suite could be obtained without the ex- 
penditure of any additional money. 


The members of the Legislature repre- 


senting agricultural constituencies are very 
much in earnest. They argue that agri- 
culture ia the most extensive single in- 
dustry in the State, and that it is fully en- 
titled to a department of its own. In the 
preparation of the proposed bill care is said 
to have been taken to avoid opposition on 
the ground of extravagance, and with a 
farmer's natural idea of frugality, salaries 
have been kept pretty low, those for 
clerks running down to $600 a year. 
"There are many school teachers in the 
country districts working for from $26 to 
$40 per month, who would be glad to get 
the position at $50 per month, and they 
would make much better clerks than the 
politicians who are usually given such 
places," was the way a member of the 
House Committee on Agriculture put the 
case. 


Three of the bills which are moat con- 


spicuous from a financial pointof vieware: 
Senator Gobin's bill increasing the sal- 
ary of the Superintendent of Banking 
from $4,000 to $0,000 ; Senator Meredith's 
bill increasing the salary of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Printing to $3,000, and 
Senator McCarrel's bill increasing the sal- 
ary of the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings and Grounds from $1,800 to $3,000. 


There can be no excuse whatever for in- 


creasing the salary of the Superintendent 
of Public Printing, or the newly created 
officer called the Custodian of Public 
Buildings and Grounds. The Governor 
can readily secure the services of more 
than a score of men thoroughly competent 
to fill the office of Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Printing at the present salary, and the 
increase can mean only the waste of pub- 
lic money to reward partisan services. 


The most flagrant of all profligate waste 


of public money proposed is in the bill 
creating the new Custodian of Public 
Buildings and Grounds to take the place of 
the present Superintendent, with an in- 
crease of salary from $1,800 to $3,000 a 
year, and make it practically a depart- 
ment by the appointment of a book- 
keeper at a salary of $1,500 per annum, a 
clerk at a salary of $1,400, and one mes- 
senger and one night watchman at a sal- 
ary of $900 each. 


It is understood that these large salaries 


aremaae to give to Republican hench- 
men.

and no higher or so imperishable an 
ideal could be engraven upon any monu- 
ment than that of "a government of the 
people, for the people and by the peo- 
ple."—Fhila.

New Oxford Jottings. 


Candlemas, or ground hog day as is 


generally called, will occur on Saturday, 
the 2nd of February. On that day, ac- 
cording to popular tradition, the ground 
hog prognosticates as to the weather for 
the following six weeks. Ut us see what 
it will be. 


The lengthening of days is now quite 


perceptible, more especially in the even- 
ings, but not so much in the morning. 
The days have gained about half an hour 
since the 21st of December. During this 
month the days will gainabout 35 minutes 
in the evening and 15 minutes in the 
morning, or 50 minutes for the month.

Some Poiiitsal>oiilFee<ling Wheat. 


This is a live subject at this time when 


there is an excess ol wheat, and, in many 
'places, a scarcity of corn, and when a 
pound of corn sells for more than a 
pound of wheat. I can remember my 
father feeding wheat to some fat hogs a 
good many years ago. The next morn- 
ing a five-hundred pounder lay dead. I 
can remember my father saying that 
"as usual, it is the biggest and finest 
that dies." That taught me a lesson 
tbat I have never forgotten—be careful 
how you feed wheat to hogs, especially 
at the beginning. If tbe hogs are given 
much, the result may be unpleasant. If 
hogs have reached tbat stage of fatten- 
ing that they may be given all the corn 
they can eat, it will, nevertheless, te 
very unwise to give them all the wheat 
they will eat. The chances are that 
quite a number will eat enough to kill 
them. The explanation usually given Is 
that the wheat is "richer" or "more 
concentrated" than corn. The chemical 
analyses of the two grains do not bear 
this out. In fact, the corn is "richer," 
as that term is generally understood; 
EOT is the wheat the more difficult of 
digestion. It is probable that the chief 
reason is that at the beginning, while the 
wheat is yet a novelty and very tooth- 
some to the swine, they eat so rapidly 
that the grain is very imperfectly mas- 
ticated, food in the stomach inevitably 
producing unpleasant effects. But,how- 
ever this may be, it is certain that one 
should feed only a little wheat at the 
beginning, gradually increasing the 
quantity. This should be tbe practice, 
whether the wheat is fed to hogs, cattle, 
sheep or horses. 


We fed quite a large quantity of wheat 


in 1884. In that year wheat was a low 
price, while hogs brought a good price. 
The Department of Agricultural puts 
the 1884 farm price of wheat iu Illinois 
at 63 cents per bushel. In 1S80 it was 
95 cents, in 1881 it was $1.22, in 1882 it 
was 86 cents, in 1883 it was 92 cents, in 
1885 it was 81 cents, in 1886 it was 69 
cents, in 1887 it was 70 cents, and in 1888 
Jt was 93 cents. It will be seen that 
wheat touched bottom for the decade in 
1884. We had a large crap that year, 
and unfortunately several hundred bush- 
els were threshed when damp; we thresh- 
ed from the shock, and had an unpleas- 
ant experience that year, as I have al- 
ready told your readers. We ground 
this damp wheat with equal parts of 
corn and fed it to bogs. We figuied at 
the time, that we got twelve to thirteen 
pounds of pork from each bushel of 
wheat. That paid us for it a little more 
than we could have gotten for wheat of 
best quality at the railway station. 
Although this was satisfactory, we did 
not follow it up, for the reason that 
after 1884 wheat advanced in price, while 
hogr went down. 


This fall I am feeding several hundred 


bushels of wheat. When I began to 
thresh on my southern Illinois farm, the 
weather began at the same time to ravel 
out the drought that had been prevailing 
in that section. As a result, we con- 
sumed ten days in threshing, and 
towards the last I got desperate, and 
had some of the grain threshed when it 
was damp. The straw stack will be 
extra feed for straw, and the damp 
wheat, long since dried out, is (ground 
coarse and mixed with corn) making the 
pigs grow at a gratifiying rate, while we 
never had fattening hogs do better. I 
have tried cooking the wheat, and got 
good results, but apparently better 
results are got by grinding, and grinding 
is less troublesome and laborious. 


The wheat must be ground coarse. If 


ground fine it forms into a doughy mass 
in the animal's stomach, which is very 
hard indeed to digest. Probably it will 
produce colic or other evidence of in- 
digfstion, and certainly it will be imper- 
fectly digested. We grind with a horse- 
power mil], which a stout boy can attend 
to. If 1 had to buy another mill I 
would, I think, buy one to be operated 
by a windmill. A good ten-foot wind- 
mill will, in Illinois, pump all the water 
needed for 100 animals and grind feed 
beside; and mills are now so arranged 
that one can fill a large hopper and then 
go away and let the wind do the rest. 


Corn is the better fattening food, and 


wheat is the better growing food. This 
is apparent from their composition, as 
determined by chemical analysis. One 
hundred pounds of wheat contains 9.3 
Ib. of protein (muscle-former) to 7.1 Ib. 
in the same weight of corn; but the 100 
Ib. of corn contains 62.7 Ib.'of carbohy- 
drates (beat and fat-formers) to 55.8 Ib. 
in the same weight of wheat; and the 
corn contains 4.2 Ib. of fats to 1.8 Ib. iu 
the wheat. It is apparent that corn 
rather than wheat should be fed to fat- 
tening animals, and wheat rather than 
corn to growing animals. Wheat has 
nearly the proper nutritive ratio for a 
ration for young or milch animals. I 
have usually ground wheat and corn 
together for fattening animals, and I 
notice that this is recommended by Prof. 
Henry. He says, also, that the wheat 
should be soaked as well as ground. A 
neighbor of mine who has a steam feed- 
cooker, is preparing with it wheat for 
feeding, and thinks that he gets better 
results than by grinding, while with his 
apparatus the cost of preparation is not 
greater. Prof. Henry says that from 
twelve to fourteen pounds of grain from 
a bushel of wheat is about what we may 
look for with fattening hogs under 
favorable conditions. It is my expe- 
rience that it is ea'iyto get twelve pounds 
of gain from a bushel of wheat fed to 
good hogs. Well-fattened hogs are now 
bringing five cents per pound, live 
weight, on the farm. At this price, one 
would get at least sixty cents per bushel 
for the wheat that he fed, while it is 
now bringing only forty-five cents per 
bushel at the railway station. Certainly 
it is better to feed it on the farm at 
sixty cents a bushel than to sell it off the 
farm at forty-five cents, and possibly the 
general feeding of wheat would lead to 
the appreciable advance of the price paid 
for tbat not fed.—JOHN M. STAHL, in 
the Country Gentleman.

A dozen hens, well cared for, at this 


season will produce twice as many eggs 
as a flock of similar number which is 
neglected. 
In fact, on hundreds of 


farms where large flocks may be seen no 
eggs are secured in winter, simply be- 
cause the bens are neglected. An egg 
is composed of several important con- 
stituent materials, a lack of any one of 
them rendering it impossible for the 
hens to produce eggs. 


Those who profess to know predict 


that pork will behigh this year. Whether 
it will or not, the pigs can be made to 
utilize many waste substances that are 
of no value except as food for them. 


It is better to start with a few animals 


and gradually increase, using pure bred 
sires for improvement, than to invest a 
large sum in a herd or flock by purchase 
of unknown stock. 
Xo farmer can 


afford to wait a year or two to find out 
that his stock is not of the kind to give 
a profit. Begin right, and the work will 
be easier. 


The sheep is not as hardy as may be 


supposed. Its wool is given as a pro- 
tection, but wool will not keep the rain 
from chilling the sheep. 
They should 


be sheltered and given straw for bed- 
ding, which will also keep them clean. 


Some dairymen affirm that there is 


more money in selling cream to the 
creamery aud feeding the skim milk to 
pigs than by any other plan of making 
a profit from cows. The manure is also 
a large item, and the best portions of the 
milk are not taken from the farm, as 
cream does not deprive the so.'l of its 
fertility. 


. B. H. TRAIN*!!. 
There is one form of fertilizer that is 


provided almost exclusively by the at- 
mosphere, and costs nothing, though it 
is not classed as a fertilizer. It is car- 
bon, which is derived as carbonic acid 
gas. Plants utilize it and pass it to the 
animals. 
The butter fat of animals, 


sugar and starch, are materials which 
do not come from the soil, but are taken 
directly from the air by the leaves of 
plants, the carbon uniting with hydrogen 
and oxygen to form the various com- 
pounds. 


No system of feeding will put cows on 


an equality. The only way to secure 
uniformity in a herd is to use the pure 
breeds and select the best every year. 


Farmers who have been selling off 


their sheep have done a good thing in 
one respect, and that is to thin out the 
scrubs. 
Hereafter the sheep in this 


country will be of better grade, and 
many farmers who never before made 
sheep pay will learn that for years they 
have been losing valuable time in not 
keeping better stock.

Household Hint*. 


A good Buid for taking out grease, is 


two ounces of aqua ammonia, one tea- 
spoonful of saltpetre, one ounce of shav- 
ing soap scraped fine, aud one quart of 
soft water. Mix all together,- and let 
stand for a few days. AVhen ready for 
use sponge the spots well with it, wash- 
ing out in clear water. Repeat if neces- 
sary. This is excellent f or taki ag grease 
out of carpets, to exterminate bedbugs, 
and to take out paint that was mixed 
with oil. 


Strong soap powders should never be 


used for cleaning painted woodwork, as 
they injure the paint and make it look 
dull. 


Keep a box ailed with chloride of lime 


in some convenient place to use around 
drains, sinks, etc. 


White zephyr articles may be nicely 


cleaned by using flower of magnesia ; 
when clean shake thoroughly and hang 
out-of-doors. 


Clean zinc with hot soapy water and 


polish with kerosene. 


Paint spots may be removed from 


glass by rubbing with a penny. 


Black wool goods may be cleaned by 


sponging with tepid water iu which am- 
monia has been put, say one teaspoonful 
of ammonia to a quart of water. 


To Clean Marble, etc.— Mix up a 


quantity of the strongest soap lees with 
quick-lime to the consistency of milk, 
and lay it on the stone for twenty-four 
hours ; clean it afterwards with soap and 
water, and it will appear as new. This 
may be improved by rubbing or palish- 
ing it afterwards with fine putty-powder 
aud olive oil. 


Glue mixed with skim milk will resist 


water after drying. 


Quinine tooth powders are usually 


made thus : Prepared chalk, one ounce; 
sulphate quinine, two drams ; rose pink, 
to color, two drams.

white turnips in salted water. Drain 
thoroughly.

All animals having a full-blood sire 


or dam are full bloods or thoroughbreds, 
yet all thoroughbreds are not equally 
valuable. It would be well if thorough- 
bred stock were divided into classes, 
and then it could be valued according to 
its rank or standing. A thoroughbred 
horse that has sired several winners 
must rank higher than the one that has 
sired none, and the same with the 
thoroughbred mare, bull or cow. Care 
and keeping has much to do witli the 
showing. 


Winter is not a good time to do road 


work, but it is a good time to inspect 
the road, when not covered with snow, 
and lay plans for its repair at an early 
date. Roads need constant watching, 
»nd repairs should be made as soon as 
the necessity arises. Doing the work all 
at once and only once a year is not the 
ideal method. 
In France, where the 


roads are said to be better kept than 
in any other part of the world, the in- 
spection is constant and repairs are go- 
ing on all the time. This insures a 
prefection of roadway that is highly 
appreciated by the farmers who use 
them. 


Fodder crops and grasses will take 


large amounts of potash from the soil. 
Corn land especially needs a supply of 
it, and stable manure hardly gives 
enough, for each acre should have about 
150 pounds. Fifty bushels of good wood 
ashes will supply it, or 200 pounds of 
muriate of potash should be procured. 


A writer in Indiana Farmer recom- 


mends a novel plan of making a ewe 
own her lamb. Put a dog in the stable 
with her. If the ewe is not entirely de- 
void of maternal instincts, she will de- 
fend her lamb. If she is, she will so 
intently watch the dog that she will 
unconsciously let the lamb suck. A 
neighbor of the writer says that of sev- 
eral trials It proved a success every time.

Farmers have now dis- 
covered that wheat was just what they 
should have fed years ago, and that 
wheat can be profitably grown as food 
for stock only.

Jin Easy Method of Cooking Sice 


Whole.— One cupful of rice, well wash- 
ed. Put it into four cupfuls of boiling 
water. Boil rapidly, leaving the cover 
of the saucepan off. When there is dan- 
ger of its becoming thick and sticking, 
add a teaspoonful of salt and set the' 
sausepan into a large kettle of hot water. 
Cover, and cook till tender. Do not 
stir, nor pour off any water. 
During 


the first two or three minutes it can be 
raised from the bottom of the saucepan 
if the rice cools the water so much that 
it settles. 


Apple Dessert.— An elegant way to use 


apples for a dinner dessert or a luncheon 
is to remove the cores, steam them until 
tender, and then fill the hollow left by 
taking out the core with candied fruit. 
Select apples that are large and tart and 
have red skins. For the Pilling in eight 
apples Mrs. Eorer uses four ounces of 
candied cherries and two of candied 
pineapples. Chop the fruits and simmer 
iu a half cupful of sugar and a cupful of 
water. Arrange the apples when cooked 
on an ice cream dish or a chop plate ; fill 
the centres heaping full of the fruit, ' 
draining it free from syrup. -Boil the 
syrup until thick as honey, flavor with 
vanilla or good sherry, and baste the 
apples with it. Serve cold with whipped 
cream heaped around the apples just be- 
fore serving. 


Bread Pudding.— Take a pound of 


stale bread and pour over it a quart o f 
boiling milk. Let it soak cue or two 
hours, then rub it quite fine with the 
bands. Add four or five beaten eggs, 
a (ablespoonful of cinnamon, or any 
kind of spice, two cups of sugar, and a 
little chopped suet or a quarter of a 
pound of butter. 
Bake or boil two 


hours. 


Puree of Vegetable Soup —Peel and 


cut up very finely three onions, three 
turnips, one carrot and four potatoes. 
Put them in a saucepan, with a quarter 
of a pound of butter, and the same of 
lean ham and a bunch of parsley. Place 
them over a sharp fire for ten minutes, 
then add a good spoonful of flour and 
mix it well in. Then add two quarts of
